We  have  been  advising  our  customers  to  use  only  North 
Dakota  grown  Seed  Corn  if  they  wish  to  obtain  mature 
Corn  in  the  Fall.  Those  who  have  followed  our  advice 
have  profited  this  year,  as  almost  without  exception  the 
only  Corn  which  came  through  to  complete  maturity  in 
1924  was  the  early  North  Dakota  grown  strains. 

There  is  always  a tendency  after  a series  of  favorable 
Corn  years  to  get  away  from  the  early  maturing  and  com- 
paratively small  varieties  of  Corn  into  the  larger  but 
later  varieties.  This  resulted  during  the  past  year  in  many 
of  the  farmers  in  this  territory  finding  that  their  Corn  did 
not  mature  during  the  past  unfavorable  season.  Never 
since  1917  have  we  experienced  so  much  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining a supply  of  corn  suitable  for  seed  purposes  as  we 
experienced  this  last  Fall.

The  distinguishing  feature  of 
the  North  Dakota  White  Dent,  however,  is  the  fact  that  the 
ears  are  somewhat  smaller  and  the  kernels  not  as  deeply  dented. 
On  account  of  this  latter  fact,  it  is  sometimes  called  a semi- 
dent. It  is  an  extremely  early  variety,  and  grows  to  a good 
height  and  is  therefore  much  in  demand.

Golden  Dent — Just  as  Gehu  and  Squaw  Flint  are  known  as 
the  earliest  Flint  varieties  in  the  world,  so  it  is  perfectly  safe  to 
say  that  Golden  Dent  is  the  earliest  Dent  variety  in  the  world. 
Even  this  year  when  most  of  the  corn  in  this  territory  showed  a 
moisture  content  of  from  25  to  30  percent  the  1st  of  November, 
this  variety  was  ripe  enough  and  dry  enough  to  thresh  out  with 
an  ordinary  threshing  machine.  The  name  is  quite  descriptive 
of  the  appearance,  as  the  color  is  a bright  golden,  in  fact,  almost 
an  orange  color.  The  ears  are  small,  but  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  cob  is  much  smaller  than  is  usual  with  an  early  variety,  it 
shells  out  more  pounds  of  shelled  corn  per  bushel  of  ear  corn 
than  any  variety  that  is  grown  in  this  territory.  The  small  cob 
is  also  responsible  to  a large  extent  for  the  fact  that  it  dries  out  so 
thoroughly  every  year.  For  anyone  who  wishes  to  grow  Corn 
for  threshing,  we  would  strongly  recommend  the  use  of  this  variety, 
as  it  is  a very  good  yielder  and  will  ordinarily  grade  higher  on 
the  market  than  the  other  varieties  which  contain  more  moisture 
at  harvest  time.

With  the  advent  of  livestock  on  farms  in  this  territory, 
the  use  of  Fodder  Corn  is  becoming  more  popular  for 
several  reasons.

SOY  BEANS 

It  is  only  in  recent  years  that  the  growing  of  Soy  Beans  in 
the  Northwest  has  gained  in  momentum.  This  has  been 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  formerly  very  few  if  any 
varieties  early  enough  to  be  suited  to  northern  climatic 
conditions,  although  the  value  of  Soy  Beans  as  a feed  crop 
as  well  as  a soil  enriching  crop  has  been  recognized  for  a 
long  time.  Now,  however,  there  are  three  distinct  varieties 
which  are  thoroughly  adapted  to  our  conditions  and  we  are 
in  position  to  offer  all  three  of  them  to  our  customers  this 
year  on  account  of  having  obtained  a supply  of  seed  last 
Spring  which  we  had  grown  for  us  on  contract.  Soy 
Beans  may  be  seeded  with  an  ordinary  grain  drill  in  rows 
from  30  to  42  inches  apart  by  stopping  up  part  of  the  holes 
in  the  drill,  depending  on  the  spacing  of  the  cultivator 
which  is  to  be  used.  When  planted  alone  the  Beans  should 
be  dropped  about  two  inches  apart.  When  drilled  mixed 
with  Corn  the  proportion  should  be  two  parts  of  corn  to 
one  part  of  beans  and  the  Beans  should  be  soaked  in  water 
in  order  to  make  them  drop  evenly  with  the  corn,  but  a 
preferable  method  is  to  obtain  a soy  bean  attachment  to 
be  used  with  a regular  corn  planter,  as  a more  even  stand 
is  obtained  in  this  way.

SOY  BEANS  (Continued) 

Minsoy  Soy  Beans — In  a series  of  trials  carried  on  at  the 
North  Dakota  xAgricultural  College  this  variety  proved  to  be 
the  earliest  Soy  Bean  available  every  year  with  the  exception  of 
1924.  The  peculiar  weather  conditions  during  this  past  season, 
seemed  to  alter  some  of  the  characteristics  of  this  variety  so  that 
they  matured  at  the  same  time  instead  of  ahead  of  the  Black 
Wisconsin  variety.  It  seems  safe  to  state  as  a residt  of  these 
trials  that  in  a normal  season  this  variety  will  mature  before  any 
other  variety  which  is  now  available.  The  plant  has  a somewhat 
shorter  growth  than  the  other  varieties,  but  is  desirable  because 
of  its  upright  habit  and  the  fact  that  the  plants  are  abundantly 
loaded  with  seed  pods.  The  kernel  is  a clear  yellow  color  like 
some  of  the  later  varieties  and  has  a brown  eye.  It  is  desirable 
for  its  color  because  of  the  fact  that  hogs  when  feeding  on  the 
crop  in  the  field  can  see  the  yellow  kernels  more  readily  than  is 
the  case  with  some  of  the  darker  colored  varieties.  If  you  are  to 
start  growing  Soy  Beans,  we  strongly  recommend  that  you 
obtain  a supply  of  the  Minsoy  this  year,  as  this  is  really  the  first 
year  that  they  have  been  available  on  a commercial  scale,  having 
been  developed  at  the  Minnesota  Experiment  Station  only  a 
few  years  ago.  In  addition  to  being  extremely  early  and  having 
seed  of  a desirable  yellow  color,  this  variety  also  holds  its  foliage 
when  maturing  better  than  any  other  variety  that  is  suitable  to 
this  territory.  Should  be  seeded  at  the  rate  of  35  pounds  per  acre.

Black  Wisconsin  Soy  Beans — This  variety  was  the  first  to 
be  grown  successfully  in  North  Dakota.  It  grows  somewhat 
larger  than  the  Minsoy  and  the  kernel  is  also  larger,  being  a 
jet  black  without  any  marking.

We  recommend 
this  variety  very  highly  for  hogging  off  but  do  not  recommend  it 
for  green  feed,  as  nearly  all  the  leaves  drop  from  the  plant  when 
it  matures.  Should  be  seeded  at  the  rate  of  30  pounds  per  acre.
